Evacuation Expected 
The Canton military authorities 
deny that Waichow, on the East 
River front, has again fallen into 
the hands of the militarists oppos- 
ing Marshal Chiang Kai-shek. 
According to a report from a pro- 
Kwangsi source, Brigadier Li Mu- 
chi, formerly of the Cantonese 
Army, has again occupied Wai- 
chow and is proceeding down to 
Sheklung to prevent the passage 
of Chan Tsai-tong’s main force 
upon the expected evacuation of 
the Cantonese Army from Canton. 
The Canton authorities are as- 
suring the populace that sig army 
transports of Nanking troaps are 
expected at Canton presently, and 
there will be no danger of the in- 
vasion of Kwangsi forces. 
An Unconfirmed Report 
Authorities at Fatshan are 
ordering all shops recently closed 
in anticipation of the arrival of 
Kwangsi troops to reopen.

Railways Damaged 
Canton, Yesterday. 

Since the outbreak of fighting 
in the North, West and East River 
districts, the Kowloon-Canton, Yu- 
Han and Canton-Samshui Railways 
have suffered the most damage. 
As has been reported recently, the 
destructed section of the Canton- 
Samshui Railway from Ko-Tong 
‘to Fatshan has’ been repaired and 
normal traffic has been resumed 
since Tuesday. The section from 
Fatshan to Samshui, however, is 
still under repair. 

The Yu-Han Railway is still in 
the throes of war. The suspen- 
sion of passenger traffic’ is in- 
definite. 

Normal traffic may not be re- 
sumed by the Chinese Section - of 
“the Canton-Kowloon Railway until 
the iron bridge at Shektan, which 
was blown up during the fight 
with General Li Mu-chi, whose 
troops threatened to enter Canton 
along the Faflway at that time, is 
repair.—Nan Chung Kuo News 
Service. 


POSITION IN SWATOW 
City Plunged in a State of . 
Chaos 

Swatow, Yesterday. 

Because of the temporary re- 
treat of the Kwangsi front line in 
the North River Districts, the 
situation in Swatow is again be- 
coming critical. The city has 
been plunged into a state of chaos, 
and troops of General Hsu Ching- 
tong, under the command of Li 
Mu-chi, brigade commander, are 
withdrawing from Swatow, movy- 
ing northward to reinforce Kwang- 
si. 

The Chaochow-Swatow Railway 
is being used by the local. author- 
ities for the transportation of 
these troops, thus suspending 
public -traffic—Nan Chung Kuo 
News Service.

He concludes by promising the 
protection of the lives and bs 
of foreigners.

A Peking Raid 
Peking, Yesterday. 

Tang Seng-chi has gone to Nan- 
king in’ response to a summons from 
Marshal Chiang Kai-shek. 

The local military authorities 
yesterday raided the Peking Muni- 
cipal offices and arrested five Kuo- 
minchun officials, and séfied radio 
equipment with which it is suspect- 
ed they were communicating with 
Marshal ‘Feng Yu-hsiang. 

Yesterday evening a telegram 
was received from Nanking dismiss- 
ing Mr. Ho Chi-kung, who is still 
taking refuge in the Legation 
quarter, from the post of Mayor.—

place for me to quote to you an ex- 
tract from a recent issue of the 
London “Times,” commenting on‘ 
this subject:— 


“An incident is now being much 
discussed in the London insurance 
market which some think sheds light 
onthe very unsatisfactory conditions 
which have long ruled in marine 
business. It appears that a number 
of risks involved in a forthcoming 
exhibition in this country were care- 
{ally considered. by fire underwriters 
representing the Insurance Companies 
and the market at Lioyd’s. After, 
thorough examination of the special 
circumstances a number of rates were 
determined’ upon, and one of these 
rates was quoted to-cover the trans- 
ort of certain treasures from ,Lon- 
lon te the exhibition, “while- display- 
éd there, and during their return to 
London. It was then learned by fire 
underwriters both among. the Com- 
panies and at Lloyd’s, to their: great 
surprise, that the « risk had been 
written by marine underwriters at 
one-third of the agreed rate.” Need- 
less to say, the action of the latter 
has evoked very severe criticism, and 
it is remarked that the present inci- 
dent may not be without effect if it 
should result in the. managers of 
marine departments eithér restricting 
their activities to risks directly asso- 
ciated with oyersea commerce:or en- 
deavouring, when: they write risks

Demand from ‘the largest 
centres have been onthe whole rather | 
quiet, and overseas buyers have only 
deemed it prudent. to make provision 
for their obvious requirements. Tt 
remains to be seen whether this 
policy is a correct one, as values are 
certainly on a firm basis, the future 
trend of which will be eagerly watch- 
ed. : 
«India and China 


Enquiry from india has not been 
very extensive and most of the offers 
have been too low to be workable. 
Bombay, Madras and the larger. up- 
country markets have ‘done a, small 
turnover in faney and light bleach- 
ing styles, but Calcutta and. Karachi 
have not been interested. As regards 
China, although the Shanghai auc- 
tions have not been very encolrag- 
ing a rather. more hopeful view is 
reported from that centre. Buying 
eonfined ‘to fancies,

South America has enquired for dress 
styles and poplins, but at prohibi- 
tive rates. The position in the Home 
trade remains satisfactory, although 
there has been a slight falling off 
since last week.

er than the ‘Woolworth Building,. pre- 
sent Metropolitan title-holder. 

This enterprising young man was a 
student of University of Michigan 
Law School when the United States 
entered the war, and to-day is pre- 
sident of G. L. Ohrstrom & Co., pro- 
minent firm of investment bankers, 

After the completion of the build- 
ing, which is expected to cost 
$20,000,000, the Woolworth Building, 
long a curiosity for rubber-necks, will 
be left entirely out in. the” cold.

ELECTRIC LOCOS - 


REPORTED FOR. CHINESE 
-MINES 


* ‘ 
After a number of years -during 


which they were subjected to a great] - 


deal of suspicions, actual hostility or 
neglect, electrical industrial trucks 
and battery locos have definitely come 
In a variety of forms 
these handy machines are now to be 
found in daily use at railway depots, 
warehouses, docks and factories where 
they are carrying out their work effi- 
ciently and without fuss. 

On narrow gauge.tracks, too, the 
electric loco is _employed in connec- 
tion with engineering -works, especial- 
ly in cases where tunnelling is in 
progress and where any fumes would 
be dangerous. In mines, electricity 
is rapidly displacing steam all over 
the world and the Jeading British 
manufacturers of plant are receiving 
considerable orders from various 
parts of the world, ~ 

A particularly interesting order 
has just been completed by Green- 
wood & Batley, Ltd., of Leads, for 
China. This consists of a series . 0! 
seven electric trolley locomotives, suit- 
eble for running on.an 18-in. gauge 
frack, and capable of giving a normal 
draw-bar pull of 2,000 Ib. (910 kgs.) 
at a speed of approximately 10 kilo- 
metres per hour. These locos are in- 
tended for use in coal mines and each 
incorporates two 20 h.p, motors driven 
by current collected from a trolley 
wire by means of a pentagraph collec- 
tor. Thus théy are not battery 
trucks though their design is such 
that they could reddily be altered for 
use with batteries. As their length 
is about 10 ft. they are of handy 
dimensions and should prove useful 
for any kind of mine work.

AMERICAN AND. EMPIRE FRUIT 


At a.Mecting of the Council of the 
British Empire Producers’ Organisa- 
tion on April 17, under the Chairman- 
ship of ‘Sir .Benjamin Morgan, ‘the 
deepest disappointment was expressed: 
at the total failure of the Government 
to‘ include any element.of Empire pre- 
ference in its financial. policy and the 
following resolution was unanimous- 
ly passed:— : . 

“The British Empire Preducers’ 
Organisation, representing the Asso- 
ciations of primary and secondary 
producers in all parts of the British 
Empire, views -with concern the 


development from the Budget state- 
ment. of the.Government, especially 
having regard to. the Prime Minis- 
ter’s pronouncement at Newcastle on 
the 24th January, that.the first effort 
of the. Govérnment would be ‘ extend- 
ing as far as possible Empire Prefer- 
-ences:’" 7 

And .the Organisation deeply re- 
grets that the only reference in the 
Budget to Empire affairs should have 
been- the abolition of the preference 
upon Empire tea. The Organisation 
would have cordially welcomed the 
removal. of all duty on Empire teas 
alone; more especially as they already 
represent much the greater part of 
thé total import into Great Britain, 
and could replace without difficulty all 
these of foreign origin. But it re- 
gards with deep consternation this de- 
parture from the principle of Imperial 
Preference, thereby endangering its 


uses an instrument for increasing 
the reciprocal trade of the Empire. 

Further, ‘the Organisation urges 
upon His Majesty’s Government that, 
whenever any reduction of duties is 
deemed ‘necessary an equivalent sum 
should be collected from duties on 
forelgn commodities the production of 
which in the Empire would. increase 
the employment: of British Empire 
labour. and thereby - the purchase of: 
British manufactures, . , 

5 Empire Sugar” " 

A further resolution in regard to 
the grave. menace of .tho Empire 
sugar industry wes passed ap 
follows:— . : 

“In view of the seriously depressed 
condition of the Sugar Industry in 
the Empire, especially in the Crawn 
Colonies, asa consequence of ‘greater 
increased production of sugar in for- 
eign countries and the low prices 
which have followed, ‘the Organisa- 
tion regrets that the Chancellor .of 
the Exchequer has not increased the 
sugar preference, as a contribution to 
the solution of the existing grave 
difficulties and to the maintenance of 
Britain's sugar supplies from Empire 
sources.” 


Preference for Empire Stock - 
_ The disadvantage to Empire Muni- 
cipal and Industrial issues in London 
owing to the heavy stamp duties, and

duction of fruit pests into California. 
The Organisation, however, consider~ 
ed that this procedure was unreason- 
able and that equally effcctiv: 
guards could be afforded by pla 
all fruit in vessels entering harbour 
under the seal of Customs Officers, as 
is done in the case of alcoholic liquors.

to throwing about an unlimited 
amount of paper, says a writer in 
the ‘Manchester Guardian.”,.. If he 
went wandering through the town 
in search of somebody. else’s news- 
paper he would have to go a long 
way to find one; perhaps, even to 
Manchester. For in dry weather 
your Birmingham street is highly: 
polished and clean—so clean, if 
fact; that they say you can eat your 
breakfast off it, though there is no 
evidence to show that anybody does. 

Some of that cleanliness must 
undoubtedly be put down to a by- 
law passed six years ago. It is to 
the effect that “no person. shall 
throw down or deposit and leave in 
any street any newspaper or any 
paper bag, wrapping, or sheet such 
as is likely to create or tend to 
create a-litter in or to affect or 
tend to affect ‘injuriously the 
amenities of the street.” The 
wording of-it, so beautifully wide 
and comprehensive, makes-one feel 
at first a little nervous, for most 
of us have that healthy fear of the 
law which gives us a-feeling of 
bravado when we buy cigarettes 
after eight o’clock. One gets ‘the 
same thrill by throwing away a 
tram ticket in Birmingham. It 
would be a fine game, in fact, to see 
how far one really could go before 
offending the law. For instance, 
it would b good fun to stand in 
front of a constable and begin 
throwing first a tram ticket, then a 
small piece of paper, and finally a 
whole paper bag at his feet, as if 
one were throwing bouquets at him. 

Police Wisdom 

As a matter of fact, one is quite 
safe with a-tram ticket, for the 
police are wise enough not to prove 
the law an ass. That does away 
with the obvious objection to the 
regulation that it might quite easily 
add another annoyance to those in- 
numerable little tyrannies which 
pursue us in these days like a 
swarm of voracious gnats. <A pro- 
secution is only madé when an 
obvious case of carelessness arises, 
and the proof. of this is that only 
104 people have been brought into 
court in the six years. The hand 
of the law is Withdrawn, and it is 
only when complaints have been 
lodged against any parttcular area 
or street that the police take any 
action. Far more is done in other 
ways to encourage tidiness. There 
are waste ticket boxes on all the 
trams and wire paper baskets have 
been fixed on to most of the lamp 
standards. In addition a good deal 
is done by means of propaganda. 
When the by-law was passed in 
April, 1923, the authorities took 
great care that everybody should 
hear about it. There were notices 
in the press, and ah appeal was 
broadcast, and the Corporation de- 
partments were asked to co-operate. 
This campaign is revived from time 
to time, and ar occasional police 
cqurt case serves as an additional 
reminder. In fact, the whole 


business has been done so thorough-}-F 


that even Girl Guides and 
impressed upon 
them the need for. keeping the 
streets tidy. If this means that 
Boy Scouts in Birmingham pick up 
a piece of paper a day instead of 
doing a good deed a day, it might 
account for cleanliness. 

But not quite. For the extra- 
ordinary thing is that not only is 
it difficult to find a piece of paper 
on the pavement, but it is often dif- 


ly 


|ficult to find one in ‘the baskets. 


Where then .does the paper go to

‘pens: when a’man buys an evening 
paper and finds he has lost the 2.30?

PROPULSIVE ECONOMY OF 
MERCHANT VESSELS ~ 


In his paper on “Merchant Snip 
Service Performances,’? .read to the 
Institute of Marine Engineers, Mr, 
E, ¥, Telfer, D.Sc, pointed out that 
at no time had shipowners and their 
technical advisers been faced with so 
many alternative methods. of improv- 
ing the propulsive economy of mer- 
chant ships than they were to-day. 
The acid test of efficiency was, he 
continued, reduction of fuel consump- 
tion for a given speed or an increase 
of speed on the same fuel consump- 
tion, Engineers were inclined to 
submit pounds per horse-power hour 
as the test of engine economy, while 
the naval architect tried to insist 
that only power and speed should in- 
fluence the reviewing of hull 
economy. Both were right, but the 
last word was with the shipowner, 
who asked of what use was low 
pounds per horse-power, or low 
power, if the fuel consumption of

“The inference of this statement,” 
Mr. Ramsay writes, “is that congestion 
does exist at the port of New York in 
the handling ‘of import and ‘export 
traffic to and from South America. Be. 
cause of similar statements in the past 
we have made persistent inquiry 
among the carriers and terminal com- 
panies serving the port of New York to 
determine whether. there has been any 
chronie congestion or delay in the 
handling of foreign commerce. ‘The an- 
swers to our inquiries show none. 

“Moreover, the testimony presented 
in the hearings, hefore the Interstate 
Commerce Commission demonstrated 
quite clearly that there has been no 
congestion in the handling of import 
and. export freight through the. port of 
New York in recent years, and that on 
the contrary, there has been a tremen- 
dous expansion of facilities capable of 
handling much more than is now pass- 
ing through this port. 

“Is it not possible that reports con- 
cerning the situation at the railroad 
pier stations on Manhattan - Island, 
which stations handle foodstuffs and 
merchandise for domestic distribution, 
have given you the impression that a 
similar situation exists in, the handling 
of- import and export freight? This 
confusion of the domestic delivery with 
the service to shipside seems to be pre: 
valent and Ieads to incorrect statements 
about the port of New York. ~ It is 
true that from time to time the pier 
stations handling. purely domestic 
freight are taxed * capacity has’ been 
noted. 

“This situation has been alleviated 
in recent years by the use of the motor 
truck as an auxiliary. However, with 
the exception of a very limited amount 
of |. c. L freight moving in import and 
export_trade, these facilities are not in- 
volves in the foreign commerce of the 
port 

“F anr-sure that you do not desire to 
spread incorrect inference concerning 
the situation at the port of New_York 
which are without foundation, and we 
would appreciate receiving any ‘in- 
formation in your possession bearing on 
congestion due to a lack of facilities 
at New York.” 


ICEBOUND IN BALTIC 
SEAMEN’S LIMBS 
AMPTATED 

The steamer “Tilsit” arrived recently 
at Grimsby after being delayed in the 
Baltic by ice since February 4. 

Captain Voigtlander said the vessel 
left Konigsberg with a cargo of pulp, 
and on arrival at Oilau, in Danzig 
Bay, he found ice 12ft. to 16ft. thick, 
which had been packed by a westerly 
wind. Eighteen ships’ were held up, a 
number of them sonje distance from 
the port. Members of the crews of 
many vessels suffered from frostbite, 
and some had limbs amputated. The. 
cold was so intense that it penetrated 
into the ground several feet, and the 
potato crup was destroyed. 

“Jt was the severest winter ever 
remembered,” said the captain, “and it 
is estimated that there will be ice in 
the Baltic up to the end of May.”

The liability of the defendant must 
be decided upon the facts in this 
cage, and upon the assumption that 
the defendant had no guilty know- 
ledge of the fraud. “which had been 


perpetrated upon the Chinese Govern- |b 


ment officials at. Shanghai, and sub- 
sequently upon the carriers who un- 
dertook to convey this consignment 
of pistol ammunition from Shanghai 
to Chungking. It is alleged in the 
complaint that the pistol ammunition 
which was found. in these, boxes 
when the vessel arrived at Wanhsien 
was. “Contraband.” Precisely what 
‘was intended by this allegation is 
not entirely clear. Did the pleader 
intend to assert that. this pistol am- 
munition was being transported at 
the time of its seizure contrary to 
some law or treaty of China which 
made it contraband, or that the pistol 
ammunition. was “goods” which had 
been imported into China contrary to 
its Customs laws, and was therefore 
to be considered even after its im- 
portation ‘as. “contraband goods”? 
It'-will be remembered. that this 
cargo had been, originally imported 
into China from Germany . and had 
been passed by the Chinese Maritime 
Customs at Shanghai. Of. course it 
may have been “contraband” in 
either or both senses of that term, 


but manifestly it would require some |. 


law of China to establish the goods 
ag of that character. No’ such law 
of China has been offeréd-in evidence 
or called. to the attention of the 
court, Article 18 of the Treaty of 
Tientsin of 1858 between the British 
Government and China, which was 
introduced in. evidence by, the plain- 
tiff, relates specifically to “British 
merchant” vessels concerned in. smug- 
gling,” and smuggled goods are 
sometimes regarded as contraband. 
Of course it maybe that goods which 
jhave been clandestinely or fraudul- 
ently introduced into a country in 
violation of that country’s laws, may 
still retain their character as .“'smug- 
gled goods” and that anyone who 
should be concerned in the subse: 
quent transportation “of such smug- 
gled goods from one. part of that 
country to another might “be con: 
sidered especially if he had know- 
ledge of the illegal importation, ag 
concerned in smuggling, But I am 
inclined to think from a careful 
perusal of this . provision of the 
Treaty of Tientsin, that such a broad 
construction of the Treaty was not 
contemplated by the high contracting 
parties at the time it was negotiat- 
ed. It seems to me that they were 
dealing with, and had in mind, Bri- 
tish merchant vessels trading with 
China, rather than British merchant 
ships trading in China, as this plain- 
tiff was doing with respect to this 
merchandise. The plaintiff seeks to 
recover as actual damages -the sum 
of Tis.1,600 as demurrage at the rate 
of Tls.400 per day for the four days 
that the “Kintang” was detained at 
Wanhsien; Tis. 4.26' for fee paid for 
note of protest and Tls.138.45. being 
the cost of two first’ class tickets. 
from Chungking to Wanhsien and re- 
turn for the British Consul-General 
and the agent of Messrs. Butterfield 
and Swire. It was conceded at the 
trial by counsel for the’ plaintiff. that 
the plaintiff was not entitled. to re- 
cover damages for loss of cargo. 
Plaintiff also asks for general dam- 
ages on account of injury to its goo}, 
name, general esteem and reputation |° 
for observance. of law. But I find 

from the evidence that plaintiff is not 
entitled te damages.on account ‘of 
injury to its reputation.

EXHIBITION AT THE( JEEN’S

SOME LIVELY SCRAPS 

A very creditable exhibition of 
boxing and single-stick fighting, 
which spoke well of the excellent 
training of the instructor, Sergt.

Cuba and Argentina are both | 
in the midst of extensive’ road 
buflding: campaigns and have 
called on American engineers to 
construct many - of their high- 
ways. ce . 
The Cuban Central Highway, 
which will be the longest in Cuba 
when completed, runs along the 
backbone of the island, a distance 
of 7065- miles, and will link the 
capitols of all six of Cuba’s pro- 
vinces, ‘The highway is to be 
paved its full length and will be 
about 20 feet wide with five-foot 
shoulders. The cost of construct- 
ing this Cuban highway, it is 
estimated, will run close to 
$75,000,000. ; 

Labour conditions present the 
most difficult problem to engineers 
in a foreign country. One coun- 
try may have absolutely no facili- 


ties for making modern roads, but 
will have a mass ‘of cheap labour 
that needs employment. Another 
may want to do all the work it- 
self under the direction of super- 
visors from the contracting firm. 
want to have an 
active hand in the construction, 
About 8,000 labourers are being 
employed on the construction of 


Tucuman, in northern Argen- 
tina, also clamours for American 
engineers to construct its roads. 
An extensive programme, calling 
for the reconstruction: of the en- 
lire urban area of the city and all 
roads leading into it, is under 
way,’ Here in this town surround- 
ed by mountains, many difficult 
engineering problems are encoun- 
tered, The plan calls for an ex- 
penditure of more than $4,000,000 
on roads,

this country's roads engineers 
are confronted with a long trip up’ 
a river, two portages, more river, 
and then a winding, narrow-gauge 
train journey. Material is trans- 
ported with difficulty. 

It is a splendid example of a 
city that is eager and able to do 
its own work: The only outside 
help has been road-building siiper- 
visors and the necessary ma- 
chinery with which to prepare 
and lay the proper pavement. The 
labour is almost exclusively local.

THE NOISE 

The death has occurred at the 
age of 65 of Kinyanjui, the Para- 
mount Chief of the Kikuyu tribe. 
Kinyanjui was a notable person- 
age; probably the most remark- 
able native in East Africa since 
the death of the-Uganda Regent, 
Sir Appolo Kagwa. 

He used to lead his spearmen in 
tax-gathering expeditions, re- 
turning with goats galore, and 
taking census of huts by means 
of notches on sticks. The Kikuyu, 
unlike most other Bantu people, 
had no hereditary chief, so when 
the then acknowledged chief was 
deposed for misbehaving himself 
the Government selected Kinyan- 
jui to take his place. 

Kinyanjui had scores of wives 
and hundreds of children. He ap- 
preciated the advantages of edu- 
cation, but stopped short at that 
of women, and of his numerous 
wives and daughters few were 
“educated.” -Women are trained 
to work among the Kikuyu and 
he did not wish them spoiled.

A few years ago Kinyanjui 
bought, a motor-car, -hiring a 
Buganda driver. Soon after there 
was a big dispute between him 
and his driver. 

The driver said the chief owed 
him £5,, and the chief retorted 
that the driver owed him £15. 
He contended that when he 
bought the car it was fully charg- 
ed with petrol, but his driver 
went on. buying more, which was 
his business, if he could not drive 
without! Also the car always 
had to be driven on low. gear; it 
made.a bigger noise! 

Kinyanjui at one time thought 
he would like to dress in Euro- 
pean clothes. But the clothes he 
bought‘in the Indian bazaar fitted 
him so ferribly that he reverted 
to eg native skins—very fortun- 
ately in a picuieeiue sense.
